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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  supplies  within 
the  Rural  District  is  controlled  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board  and  the  following  details  and  figures  are 
given  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  to  the  Board, 

Mr.  H.  Ackroyd,  whose  ready  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

Generally  speaking,  the  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  the 
area  has  been  good,  only  occasionally  have  any  bad  samples  been 
reported  and  these  have  been  due  mainly  to  pollution  at  the  spring 
sources.  All  spring  water  in  the  area  is  chlorinated  before 
passing  into  supply. 

During  the  year  the  Board  maintained  their  efforts  to 
augment  supply  and  improve  distribution  within  the  rural  area. 

Their  policies  began  to  show  results  and  the  Londesborough 
Springs  supply  which  produced  a  low  yield  was  discontinued. 

Pc  klington  Rural  District  Council’s  area  receives 
water  from  five  sources.  From  each  source  a  bacteriological 
examination  of  raw  water  is  taken  once  a  fortnight  and  a 
bacteriological  examination  of  treated  water  before  passing  into 
a  supply  is  taken  every  week.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  system  of  household  refuse  collection  embodies  a 
weekly  collection  throughout  the  District  and  the  bins  are 
lifted  from  the  rear  if  each  house  in  the  built  up  communities. 

In  Pocklington  and  Market  Weighton  they  are  returned  to  the  rear 
of  each  premise  but  in  the  remaining  villages  the  bins  are  left 
at  the  kerbside.  In  the  outlying  districts  the  bins  are  collected 
from  the  kerbside  and  deposited  there  when  emptied. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  service  was  not  so 
comprehensive  and  a  weekly  collection  was  not  available  to  all 
the  communities  in  the  Rural  District.  However,  a  review  of 
the  Establishment  was  made  and  consideration  was  given  to  the 
purchase  of  an  additional  vehicle  of  50  cubic  yard  capacity  so 
that  the  additional  manpower  that  had  been  introduced  during  the 
pevious  year  could  be  used  to  its  full  advantage.  This  was 
necessary  because  new  working  conditions  had  reduced  the  total 
man  hours  available  on  the  refuse  service  by  some  16  hours  per 
week  and  it  was  felt  that  the  increased  capacity  would  enable 
collections  to  be  made  throughout  the  day  without  needless  runs 
to  the  tip.  The  vehicle  was  duly  delivered  in  the  late  summer 
and  the  full  scheme  outlined  above  was  put  into  operation.  It 
was  found  that  the  two  large  capacity  vehicles  of  50  and  35 
cubic  yards  respectively  could  be  routed  to  effect  all  the  collections 
within  the  Rural  District  except  for  a  Trade  Refuse  Collection  and 
special  requests  for  rubbish  removal.  These  special  collections 
are  catered  for  by  a  16  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipping  type  of  vehicle. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  scheme  was  working  very  well. 

In  previous  years  the  collected  refuse  had  been  deposited 
at  two  tips  namely;  Cliff e  Lane*  Market  Weighton  and  Yapham  Mill, 
Pocklington.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  tipping  space  at 
Market  Weighton  was  fully  made  up  and  it  was  decided  that  all  the 
refuse  should  be  deposited  at  Yapham  Mill  tip.  With  the  larger 
vehicle  now  in  use  it  was  more  advantageous  to  the  system  that  a 
central  tip  should  be  used  and  in  effect  this  system  has  worked 
very  well. 

It  was  also  apparent  however,  that  the  available  tipping 
space  at  Yapham  Mill  would  become  exhausted  much  sooner  than  was 
anticipated  through  the  total  refuse  collection  being  deposited 
there  in  the  future.  The  Council  gave  consideration  to  this 
problem  at  the  end  of  the  summer  and  three  alternatives  were 
discussed  so  that  when  the  decision  on  the  future  policy  was 
reached  it  was  resolved  that  the  Council  consider  the  use  of  a 
new  tip  in  the  Burnby  Lane  area  near  Pocklington.  This  tip  would 
reclaim  land  which  had  been  used  for  gravel  workings  but  the 
owner  of  the  site  was  anxious  that  the  land  should  remain  in  his 
ownership.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  contemplating 
entering  into  an  Agreement  whereby  all  the  Council’s  refuse  would  be 
deposited  on  the  tip  and  that  the  owner  of  the  land  would  be  responsible 
for  all  the  conditions  which  would  be  laid  down  in  any  planning 
permission  that  would  be  given;  these  conditions  to  be  based  on 
Model  Ministry  standards  for  controlled  tips. 


SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  gpup  scheme  for  the  Market  Weighton  area  which 
had  been  underway  during  the  previous  year  proceeded  well, 
despite  adverse  weather  conditions  which  were  troublesome 
at  the  Disposal  Works  site.  All  the  pumping  station  were 
put  into  operation  and  early  in  December  the  disposal  works 
became  operative.  The  only  work  that  remained  outstanding 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  certain  house  connections  and  general 
landscaping  and  tidying  up  of  the  Disposal  Works  site. 

The  paperwork  in  the  preparation  of  the  Southern 
Area  scheme  was  continued  and  virtually  completed  in  the  very 
early  months  of  the  year  so  much  so  that  an  Enquiry  by  the 
Ministry  was  held  in  the  Council  Offices  on  the  2nd  March  when 
the  Council’s  full  proposals  were  alid  before  the  Minister’s 
Inspector.  Later  in  the  year  the  Council  was  informed  that 
the  need  for  the  scheme  had  been  accepted  by  the  Ministry  but 
a  starting  date  was  not  iven.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this 
delay  was  caused  through  the  financial  restrictions  imposed 
by  the  Government  but  when  the  year  drew  to  its  close,  indications 
were  given  that  the  two  main  Centres  within  the  scheme,  namely, 

Sutton  on  Derwent  and  Seaton  Ross  were  likely  to  be  given  early 
approval.  This  meant  that  the  major  aprt  of  the  scheme,  including 
the  improvements  to  the  Disposal  Works,  could  be  oarried  out  at  an  early 
date  and  indeed  negotiations  were  proceeding  along  these  lines  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  Disposal  Works  which  had  served  the  Pocklington 
Airfield  in  its  operational  days  were  duly  transferred  to  the 
Council,  but  it  was  decided  that  they  should  not  be  operated 
independently  and  the  pumping  station  was  converted  so  that  the 
collected  sewage  from  the  Airfield  sewers  could  be  pumped  to 
Pocklington  Sewage  Works  via  the  pumping  station  at  Allerthorpe. 

The  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  to  a  report 
that  the  County  Council  acting  as  Planning  Authority  had  decided 
to  extend  the  boundaries  of  the  two  Minor  Centres  in  the  west  of 
the  Rural  District,  namely,  Wilberfoss  and  Stamford  Bridge,  and  that 
the  population  increase  in  each  case  would  be  multiplied  by  at  least 
four  times  in  the  next  fifteen  years  if  the  estimates  were  realised. 
Several  planning  applications  were  deposited  in  relation  to  land 
in  each  of  these  communities  and  the  Health  Committee  instructed 
the  Engineer  to  prepare  a  report,  which  would  show  the  impact  on 
the  present  sewage  disposal  systems,  if  this  expansion  took  place 
and  to  ascertain  the  Council’s  full  responsibility  in  the  matter. 
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A  meeting  was  held  with  neighbouring  Authorities  to 
discuss  the  effect  of  expansion  in  Rural  Districts  and  the  need 
for  appropriate  and  maximum  services  especially  sewage  disposal. 
Consideration  was  given  to  group  schemes  not  only  within  each 
Rural  District,  but  , amalgamation  between  Districts  to  achieve  the 
best  possible  means  of  disposal.  The  Council  already  have  a  joint 
scheme  at  Stamford  Bridge  with  the  Flaxton  Rural  District,  but 
the  thoughts  behind  this  meeting  envisaged  something  greater. 

The  problem  of  Trade  Effluent  was  dealt  with  in  the 
Pocklington  Area  but  during  the  year  a  further  application 
was  lodged  for  a  discharge  which  was  bound  to  impose  a  further 
strain  on  the  disposal  arrangements.  With  this  in  mind  the 
Council  gave  full  thought  to  a  report  on  the  need  for  early 
implementation  of  an  enlargement  scheme  for  the  Pocklington 
Works. 


Trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year  with  water 
courses  which  required  cleaning  at  Nunburnholme  and  Shiptonthorpe 
and  remedial  works  were  duly  put  in  hand.  Trouble  was  experienced 
with  flooding  in  the  Thornton  area  but  it  was  resolved  that  the 
drainage  to  each  house  would  be  catered  for  with  the  introduction 
of  the  new  sewerage  scheme  when  approval  is  given,  and  as  far  as 
land  drainage  is  concerned  it  was  felt  that  the  County  Council 
could  arrange  remedial  measures  through  their  powers  under  the 
Land  Drainage  Act ,  1961  and  the  Parish  meeting  at  Thornton  was 
informed  accordingly. 

Conversion  of  pail  and  earth  closets  to  water  carriage 
systems  continued  during  the  year  especially  in  those  areas  which 
were  being  provided  with  a  sewer  for  the  first  time.

Trouble  was  experienced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  with  dampness 
in  some  Council  houses  which  had  been  constructed  within  the  previous  six 
years.  Full  investigations  were  carried  out  and  it  was  concluded  that  the 
cause  was  due  to  condensation  and  the  Council  resolved  that  the  tenants  be 
advised  of  certain  measures  to  take  to  overcome  the  problem.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  soon  after  this  deoision  was  made,  the  Ministry 
actually  published  a  circular  on  the  effects  and  causes  of  condensation 
in  post  war  dwellings. 


Trouble  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  meter  readings  for 
electricity  supplies  and  a  forward  step  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  so  far 
as  they  decided  to  instal  external  meter  cabinets  on  all  new  dwellings  so 
that  the  consumption  can  be  assessed  by  the  readers  at  any  time. 
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T i . _  A  H°u®ing  Survey  was  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Bishop 

llton  and  Melbourne  and  I  give  the  percentages  in  relation  to  the 
weilings  within  these  parishes.  This  survey  has  proved  very  beneficial 
and  1  hope  to  carry  out  a  gradual  survey  of  the  whole  District.

Elsewhere  in  the  report  it  will  be  noted  that  three  visits  to 
poultry  dressing  stations  within  the  district  were  made,  and  in  the 
main  these  were  concerned  with  a  discussion  on  future  inspection 
policies  at  these  establishments.
